New Director to Offer Insights on Collecting 


CLEVELAND (Aug. 3, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art and the Print Club of Cleveland welcome the 
22" annual Fine Print Fair. A benefit for the Department of Prints of the Cleveland Museum of Art, the Fair is 
sponsored by the Print Club of Cleveland, a non-profit adjunct organization dedicated to augmenting the 
museum’s print collection, with support from Key Private Bank. As Cleveland’s largest and most comprehensive 
exhibition of fine prints, the fair will take place Oct. 6 through Oct. 8, 2006, at a new location, Cuyahoga 
Community College’s Corporate College, 4400 Richmond Road, Warrensville Heights (at I-271 and 1-480). 

The opening night preview benefit — “A Prints of a Party” — is Friday, October 6, 2006, 
from 5:30-8:30 p.m. and features hors d’ oeuvres (catered by Sammy’s), cash bar, free parking, and an opportunity 
to select great works of art on paper before the Fair opens to the public on Saturday. The benefit ticket is $70 ($80 
after September 15) and includes readmission to the Fair throughout the weekend. For reservations please call

A program of interest to both beginning and experienced print collectors takes place on 
Friday, October 6, 4:30 p.m., at Corporate College, Room 203. Jane Glaubinger, curator of prints at The 
Cleveland Museum of Art, will lecture on, “Introduction to Print Collecting” on Friday, Oct. 6, 2006, at 4:30 p.m. 
at Corporate College Rm. 203. This program would be of interest to both beginning and experienced print 
collectors and is free and open to the public. Dr. Glaubinger also will be available to answer questions at the Fair 
all weekend. 

Due to its popularity, “Curator’s Choice” will return with Dr. Glaubinger’s selection of fine print works 
from each dealer she considers of exceptional interest and worthy of acquisition by the museum in varied price 
ranges. Dr. Glaubinger will lead tours of the dealers’ booths at 6:30 and 7:30 p.m. Friday, Oct. 6, at “A Prints of a 
Party.” “Curator’s Choice” prints will be on view and available for sale throughout the weekend. Dealers donate 


10% of these sales to benefit the Club’s fund to acquire prints for the museum. 


Fair chairman, Judith Sogg says, “The Friday night party offers a festive opening to view and make 


purchases from a stellar selection of prints, drawings, and photographs assembled by 14 knowledgeable dealers.” 


Fine Print Fair hours are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Saturday, October 7, and 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Sunday, 
October 8. The ticket price of $10 ($5 for students with I.D. cards) covers entrance to the Fair both Saturday and 
Sunday. Hourly door prizes will be given away all weekend. 

A special feature of this year’s Fine Print Fair will be a program at Corporate College on 
Sunday, October 8, which includes a 9:30 a.m. continental breakfast with the dealers and a 10:15 a.m. lecture by 
Timothy Rub, the Director of the Cleveland Museum of Art, entitled “Collecting Works on Paper: A Director’s 
Perspective.” For reservations please call (216) 765-1813 by September 29. Cost of the breakfast and lecture is 
$15. 

This year’s raffle print is a stunning seven color lithograph executed by Fairfield Porter in 1974, Apple 
Blossoms IT, donated by Signet Arts, St. Louis. The print is valued at $2,500 and tickets may be purchased in 
advance for $5 (6 for $25) by calling 216/765-1813.
